WASHINGTON (UPI) — Several Republican senators — 
acting on their own initiative — have sent President Nixon a 
message urging him to resign, Sen. Edward W Brooke, R- 
Mass., said today. 
Sen Norris H Cotton. R-N H., also said the advice had 
been conveyed to Nixon but both he and Brooke stressed that 
the action was not undertaken on behalf of all Republican 
senators 
Brooke, who last Nov. 3 first called on Nixon to resign, 
predicted the President would step down “ I think he is very 
seriously considering it now - more seriously* than at any 
time before ” 
Republican senators met for more than two hours this 
morning but discussed Nixon's situation for only 20 or 25 
minutes They took no united actions and reached no deci­ 
sions, members said. They planned to meet again later in 
the day. 
The pressure for President Nixon to leave office that 
began to build Monday when Nixon admitted he had tried to 
head off a F B I investigation of the Watergate cover-up 
continued today with some of his previously strongest 
support deserting him. 
Rep John Rhodes. House GOP leader, said Tuesday he 
would vote for impeachment and Senate Republican Leader 
Hugh Scott said today Nixon could no longer be presumed 
innocent in a Senate trial and if held the trial would 
determine only Nixon’s “degree of accountability." 
Vice President Gerald R. Ford met with Nixon’s chief of 
staff, Alexander M. Haig, for an hour today to exchange 
views. A Ford spokesman denied Ford was planning for 
possible succession to the presidency. 
Cotton said it was his impression that “ two or three" 
senators had written Nixon to convey their feelings that 
resignation would be in the national interest. The two or 
three are in addition Senate GOP whip Robert Griffin who 
announced two days ago that he was urging Nixon to give up 
Brooke said he hopes Nixon will step down before the 
House begins impeachment debate Aug 
19 “ because he 
would not go down in history as a second President to be 
impeached " 
I think the time is now —the time is right," said Brooke. 
Brooke said he felt Nixon “ now knows the tenor of the 
Senate; he knows how strongly senators feel. He knows 
many senators who would rather not have a long and 
tortuous impeachment trial ” 
Privately, many in Congress predicted Nixon would be out 


of office —the first president to resign —within a short time. 
Republican senators called a caucus to discuss privately 
how to convey the message which Sen John G. Tower, R- 
Tex , said reflected m ajority sentiment - that the time had 
come to give up the fight in the face of Nixon s admission 
that he had withheld evidence from Congress, the people 
and his own lawyer. 
Nixon’s own determination not to quit —conveyed to the 
nation by cabinet members after a meeting with the Chief 
Executive -m a d e little difference on Capitol Hill 
Treasury Secretary William E. Simon said after the 
cabinet meeting Tuesday, “ He absolutely is not considering 
resigning " Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. Warren said

According to congressional sources, Tower and Sen 
Barry M Goldwater, R-Ariz. —two pillars of conservatism 
on whom Nixon had counted to surmount the threat of 
removal —rose at a meeting of Republicans Tuesday to say 
they had decided the time had come for Nixon to relinquish 
power. 
Goldwater, through his staff, denied the report. Tower 
made no comment on it. 
He kept his advice to the President private, but said it was 
“ the m ajority sentiment of Republican senators” that 
Nixon should retire 
There was open speculation in the corridors of Congress 
over how the nation and the Republican party would fare 
under the stewardship of Gerald R. Ford, the good-natured 
and well-liked Midwesterner whom Nixon picked to serve as 
vice president when Spiro T Agnew resigned in disgrace last 
October. 
Ford 
attended 
the 
caucus 
of 
Republican 
senators 
Tuesday, told them of Nixon’s determination to remain in 
office, then left before the demand for resignation cam e up 
for discussion. 
It was difficult in either body to find any member of 
Congress willing to defend the President. 
An old stalwart, Rep. John J. Rhodes of Arizona, who suc­ 
ceeded Ford as the elected leader of House Republicans, 
said he would vote to impeach Nixon for obstruction of 
justice, possibly also for misusing his authority. 


Rhodes hinted he was ready to oppose impeachment until 
Nixon’s disclosure Monday that the President had withheld 
evidence on his efforts to stall the F B I’s investigation of 
Watergate.

Council sets up machinery 
for undergrounding utilities 


The City Council last night unanimously 
passed the first reading and introduction of an 
ordinance amending the Lompoc City Code to 
establish procedure for creating underground 
utility districts 
No districts are created by the ordinance but 
it gives the council power to create them, notify 
residents and conduct public hearings. 
According to City Attorney Alan Davidson, if 
the council establishes a district and sets a time 
for 
removal 
of 
u tilities 
and 
their 
undergrounding, private property owners must 
underground the utilities within a certain time 
period. 
Davidson says this is usually from a year and 
a half to two years. 
The city administrator, should the ordinance 
be given final approval, will place into effect a 


procedure for preliminary staff review of the 
feasibility of any proposed district. 
Davidson says when preliminary feasibility 
and compatibility with city plans is determined, 
then the proposal will be submitted to all 
affected utilities and any special problems 
involved would be worked out before the district 
is presented to the city for adoption. 
Who pays for the individual work within a 
district is spelled out by section 29-79 of the 
ordinance. It reads: 
“ Every person — owning, operating, leasing, 
occupying, or renting a building or structure 
within a district shall construct and provide that 
portion of the service connection 
on his 
property between the facilities referred to in 
Section 29-78 and the termination facility on or 
within said building or structure being served."

Still no clue in LA airport bombing

longer be presumed innocent in 
a Senate trial and the only 
question to be decided in such 
an event would be Nixon’s 
“ degree of accountability.” 
In his first direct statement 
since Nixon disclosed Monday 
that he had sought to limit the 
FBI investigation of the Water­ 
gate burglary. Scott noted that 
he had said often in the past 
that Nixon was entitled to be 
presumed 
innocent 
in 
any 
Senate trial 
“ His 
own 
statement 
has 
removed 
the 
presumption,” 
Scott said. “ But he has left us 
with the question of the degree 
of accountability.“ 
Scott’s comments were the 
latest indication of the crum­ 
bling of Nixon support among 
his 
strongest 
defenders. 
A 
number of leading Republicans 
in the Senate have asked that 
he resign 
Scott and other GOP leaders 
arran ged 
to 
m eet 
this 
afternoon 
to 
discuss 
the 
possibility 
of 
sending 
a 
delegation to the White House 
to relay their feelings to the 
President. A morning caucus 
sidestepped the question and 
concentrated 
instead 
on 
naming members to a new 
congressional 
budget 
com­ 
mittee. 
Scott did not say what he 


meant by “ degree of accoun­ 
tability’ 
but presumably it 
would be the question whether 
Nixon’s acts warranted his 
removal from office. 
Scott’s Democratic counter­ 
part, 
Mike 
Mansfield, 
said 
today the Senate should go 
ahead with an impeachment 
trial,

recommends it, even if Nixon 
resigned 
“ It’s gone so far now that I 
think we’d better carry 
it 
through 
to

conclusion,” 
Mansfield said Mansfield said 
it was a personal statement and 
did not necessarily represent 
the views of the Democratic 
leadership.

Israeli jets bomb 
southern Lebanon

the Lebanese frontier village of 
A1 Majidive. 
The command said all the 
fighter-bom bers 
returned 
safely to their bases following 
the raid, the first air strike 
against Lebanon since Israeli 
warplanes raided the same 
region two weeks ago. 
The new air strikes came 
hours after three armed Arab 
infiltrators seized four Israeli 
villagers working on a security 
fence 
along 
the 
northern 
frontier and took the captives 
into Lebanon. 
An Israeli armored patrol 
crossed into southern Lebanon 
soon after the abduction, but 
failed to free the kidnaped 
villagers 
—residents 
of 
a 
settlement 
on 
the 
Golan 
Heights. 
The Tel Aviv command said 
the Israeli troops seized six 
Arab villagers allegedly con­ 
nected with the abduction and 
clashed with Lebanese forces 
near A1 Majidive, one mile 
north of the frontier. 
The patrol crossed back into 
Israel 
with 
the 
Lebanese 
v illa g e r s 
—p o ssib ly 
to 
exchange them in the future for 
the kidnaped Israeli residents, 
members of the independent 
Druze religious sect. 
The

Ministry

Beirut said Lebanese artillery 
fired on the patrol for 45 
minutes, forcing the Israelis to 
withdraw.

Minister Yitzhak Rabin told the

(parliament) Israel 
would consider secret contacts 
with Jordanian officials in an 
effort to reach a lasting peace 
settlement. 


Rabin said Israel would not

without 
publicity, should the opposite 
side so desire for reasons of its 
own, in order to prepare the

negotiations.” 
He promised, however, to 
give voters a final say on any

Jordan’s West Bank region, 
captured by Israel in the 1967 
Middle East War. 
Israeli rightists have said 
former Prime Minister Golda 
Meir 
met 
secretly 
with 
Jordanian King Hussein last 
month to discuss a possible 
West Bank agreement. 
In the Arab world, relations 
between Egypt and Libya took 
another turn for the worse 
today, with the Tripoli govern­ 
ment demanding the return of a 
squadron of Mirage warplanes 
loaned to Cairo during the 1973 
Middle East War. 
Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat sent a 10-page letter to 
Col. Moammar Khadafy, the 
Libyan ruler, accusing Tripoli 
of an “ attempt to pressure 
Egypt and create problems for 
her.” 
Sadat accused Libyan spies 
of subversion in Egypt, but said 
his government was willing to 
return the warplanes if Khada­ 
fy sends an envoy to discuss the 
matter. 
Ties between the two nations 
have 
deteriorated 
steadily 
since Egypt improved relations 
with 
the 
United 
S tate s 
following last October’s 17-day 
war and signed a Sinai Desert 
troop separation

Seventeen were hospitalized, 
one in critical condition and 
two in serious condition. 
Michael Strong of the police

area and it was a scene of utter 
devastation People were down 
on the floor crying for help 
Bodies were blown all over the 
lobby.” 
“ All I could see was blood 
There was blood everywhere.” 
said skycap Gary Cartwright 
Police and federal agents 
tried to determine the origin of 
the blast Investigators said the 
force indicated an explosive 
charge equal to about eight 
pounds of dynamite 
Airport 
General 
Manager 
Gifton Moore said it was the 
most destructive bomb ever 
detonated at an American air 
terminal. 
About 300 persons were in the 
area when the bomb went off in 
a 
section 
of 
the 
overseas 
terminal about 20 feet from the 
Pan American World Airways 
check-in counter. 
Investigators 
believed 
the 
bomb was left in one of the 


coin-operated 
public 
lockers 
there —perhaps by someone 
who intended 
eventually

explosion come from a card­

John Van Den Heever, 26,

Death penalty urged in bombing 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Rep. John M Murphy, D-N.Y,, has 
urged that the death penalty be sought for anyone caught and 
found guilty in the bombing at Los Angeles International Airport. 


The New York Democrat said Tuesday the death penalty would 
be possible because his anti-skyjacking bill was signed by 
President Nixon just eight hours before the bombing 
The Tuesday morning bombing took the lives of two persons and 
injured 18 others. 
“ This new law will prevent such acts in the future because of 
the increased investigative powers of the government and the 
threat of higher penalties under my legislation.” Murphy said.

Paul Miltich, Ford’s press secretary, said 
today’s meeting between Haig—who is said to 
have recommended to Nixon that he resign in 
light of the sharply deteriorating congressional 
support in his impeachment fight—took place 
between 8 a.m and 9 a.m. EDT in Ford’s office 
next to the White House. 
A White House spokesman said the meeting 
was held at Haig’s request. 
“ I have nothing more to say,” Miltich said 
when pressed for details of the meeting 
He said the two men only had an “ exchange of 
views on the current situation” in which Nixon 
is under heavy pressure from Republican 
leaders in Congress to resign. 
The demands mounted following Nixon’s 
disclosure Monday of materials showing he had 
some knowledge of Waterage cover-up plans as 
early as June 23, 1972, and on the same day 
directed aides to try to blunt part of the FBI 
investigation of the burglary for political 
reasons.

making plans to succeed Nixon in event the 
President yields to mounting demands for him 


to resign. 
Asked about the report, Miltich, speaking for 
Ford, said it was “ totally inaccurate." 
In the Knight Newspapers report, as carried 
by the Detroit Free Press. Ford aides were 
quoted as saying they now felt free to draw up 
proposals for policy and personnel decisions to 
be implemented by Ford if he assumes the 
presidency. 
In the last 18 hours, things have changed.” 
the Free Press quoted one unidentified aide as 
saying 
“ He understands what is happening 
because he is a realist. And because he knows 
what must be done for the country. He will 
make sure that he is ready.” 
The story said Ford had kept in close touch 
with Secretary of State Henry A Kissinger and 
top policy makers at the Pentagon. 
Ford had a new, 
10-day speaking tour 
scheduled to begin Thursday, including a few 
days in Hawaii. “ That is being reviewed.” 
Militch said. “ He will have a decision late his 
afternoon.” 
Ford’s schedule today included spending part 
of the day on Capital Hill where he has an office 
on the Senate side.

Reds seize town near Da Nang 


SAIGON (UPI) - Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese troops 
seized a key district capital 
near Da Nang today in the first 
major Communist victory of a 
three-week-old 
drive against 
the outskirts of the strategic 
port city. 
Field reports said the Com­ 
munists seized Thuong Due, a 
town 25 miles southwest of Da 
Nang, in hand-to-hand fighting 
with crack government ranger 
defending the war-torn district 
capital 
The Saigon command report­ 
ed losing radio contact with the 
town’s defenders soon after 
Communist 
artillery 
broke 
through Thuong Due’s barbed 
wire defense perimeter at mid­ 
morning. 
“ We think because of the size 
of the attacking force, the 


rangers may have moved away 
from the town and that is why 
we cannot contact them,” a 
command spokesman said. 
Field reports said the Com­ 
munists 
broke 
through 
the 
final, concertina wire defenses 
and swarmed into the govern­ 
ment lines, apparently over­ 
whelming all resistance in less 
than an hour. 
South Vietnam has warned 
the Communists the fall of a 
major town in the Da Nang 
fighting would destroy the Jan. 
28,1973, cease-fire agreement. 
The reports said the town’s 
ranger defenders — former 
mercenaries 
for 
American 
forces in South Vietnam — 
abandoned the one-time U.S. 
Green Beret outpost guarding 
the district capital. 
The 
14,000 
residents 
of 


Thuong Due, the equivalent of a 
county seat 
in 
the 
United 
States, fled the war-torn town 
in the early days of the Da 
Nang offensive. Many failed to 
reach government lines and fell 
into Communist hands. 


Thuong Due was the second 
district 
capital 
seized 
by 
Communists 
since 
the 
1973 
cease-fire 
North Vietnamese 
troops captured Kien Due, 125 
miles north of Saigon, last 
November, 
but 
government 
forces retook the town four 
days later. 


The 
next 
target 
in 
the 
Communist march toward Da 
Nang was expected to be the 
district capital of Due Due, 
eight miles southeast of Thuong 
Due.

New mayor 
hasn't been 
too radical 


MADISON, Wis 
<UPI> - 
When Paul Soglin, a campus 
radical from the University of 
Wisconsin, was elected mayor 
last year, some said that “ for' 
sale” signs would become as 
plentiful as crabgrass on the 
lawns of Madison. 
Others forecast that this 
lake-surrounded university city 
of 180,000 would disappear in a 
cloud 
of 
marijuana smoke 
while shoeless, bearded types 
helped Soglin pull the reins of 
government 
Neither has happened 
In 
fact, life here really hasn't 
changed much at all since the 
27-year-old Chicago native was 
elected. 
The university, once a hotbed 
of radical antiwar protests and 
bombings, 
is 
quiet. 
State 
government in the capital city 
functions as usual 
And City Hall, where Soglin 
spends most of his time, hasn’t 
been getting on too poorly, 
although there are some on 
both the far left and right of the 
political spectrum who would 
disagree. 
Since he upset conservative 
two-term Mayor William Dyke, 
Soglin has concerned himself 
with the day-to-day problems 
the mayor of any city might 
face. 
He has fixed streets, is proud 
of getting federal funds for 49 
new buses, fought for tough 
housing 
codes 
and 
moved 
forward 
on 
a 
downtown 
renewal project 
He also appointed about 350 
persons to advisory commit­ 
tees, 
most of them never 
before involved in municipal 
government. 
He helped win approval of a 
handgun sale ban, prompting 
an unsuccessful attempt to 
disbar him, and became em­ 
broiled in a quarrel about the 
conduct of the new police chief 
and whether and where the city 
should have an auditorium 


Soglin, who showed up at his 
victory party in an undershirt 
with the legend “ Mellow Man” 
on it, has become too mellow 
for some of his more radical 
supporters in the campus area. 
It was his top-heavy vote 
there and Dyke’s call on the 
“ decent people’’ of Madison to 
vote against Soglin that got 
Soglin elected 


A few on the Far Left think 
he has compromised too much 
with the establishment and has 
become just another ambitious 
politician instead of the radical 
who was arrested twice as an 
alderman during antiwar pro­ 
tests a few years ago. 


'House of the Sun' now center for research 


HALEAKALA, 
HAWAII 
(U P I) — A dormant volcano 
known in Hawaiian legend as 
the “ House of the Sun’’ has 
become a world center for 
scientific 
solar 
and 
lunar 
research 
The highest peaks of Mount 
Haleakala, 
the 
10,025 foot 
majestic 
mountain 
on 
the 
island 
of 
M aui, 
house 
observatories 
aimed 
at 
learning more about the sun s 
makeup, its influence on the 
earth's atmosphere and the 
physics of the moon 
Hawaiian lore says that from 
the peaks of 
Haleakala, a 
demigod 
lassoed 
the 
sun. 
slowing its pace so that ancient 
Hawaiians could have more 
daylight to plant their crops 
The Mees Solar Observatory 
and the Lunar Hanging Obser­ 
vatory, 
both 
part 
of 
the 
University 
of 
H aw aii’s 
Institute for Astronomy, are 
part of an 18-acre complex on 
Haleakala commonly referred 
to as “ Science City.” 
Situated on the crest near the 
world’s largest crater floor, the 
observatories enjoy a vantage 
point that cannot be equalled 


Because of Hawaii's geo­ 
graphical 
location 
in 
the 
middle of the Pacific, its peaks 
provide 
ideal 
sighting 
conditions of pure air and 
cloud-free 
skies 
With 
few 
industries on the tiny island, 
there is little dust or pollution. 
The 
location 
enables 
the 
observatory to “ fill in a time 
slot’’ in solar observations, 
said Dr Donald Mickey, acting 
resident astronomer at Mees. 
“ We can still make observa­ 
tions after the sun has set on 
the west coast and before it 
comes up in Asia.” 
Research in solar physics at 
the 
observatory 
principally 
involves 
the 
study 
of 
the 
corona, the layer of thin gases 
that 
makes 
up 
the 
outer 
atmosphere of the sun, and 
solar flares The scientists are 


trying to understand the pro­ 
cesses going on in the corona 
and 
its 
ph ysical 
characteristics. 
Although 
the 
corona, 
a 
million times less bright than 
the sun, is ordinarily only 
visible 
during 
eclipses, 
computer-controlled 
instruments in the laboratory 
enable the scientists to create 
artificial eclipses so they are 
able to see the light of the 
corona almost whenever they 
want. 
A “ coronal patrol" camera 
takes pictures daily 
for a 
permanent record of coronal 
action while another camera 
focuses on solar flares. 
Much research at the obser­ 
vatory has gone into trying to 
understand and predict solar 
flares. These solar eruptions 


disrupt communications and 
are feared by some as having 
potentially harmful radiation 
effects 
on 
manned 
space 
missions. 


While some astronomers are 
sky watching at Mees. others 
are adding to man's knowledge 
of the moon at the nearby lunar 
ranging station 
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ELECTRONIC SENSOR 
will 
warn coffee 
drinker when his beverage is rising to within 
one-half inch of the top of the cup. The sensor 
was 
developed 
by 
the 
General 
Electric 
Research and Development Center in New 
York.

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Commercial rain man 
has hit on dry times 


NORTH LITTLE ROCK, Ark. <UPh - Homer Berry, the 
Arkansas rainmaker who claims he can air condition a city or 
order up a cloudburst, has folded up his umbrella 
He no longer rides around dusty cottnnfields in his pickup truck 
stoking a 50 gallon drum of silver iodide to produce rain 
Despite a near drought in the Southwest, and lack of a good 
gully-washing rain in Arkansas in weeks. Berry said he has 
received only one call for his services. 
"That was about a week ago when a coupla big farmers down 
below Pine Bluff called me," he said 1 The next day they got a 
scattered shower so they didn t need me then 
Berry, 68, a retired Air Force major, plans to stow his raincoat 
and move to arid Arizona. 
He says he’s been making it rain for 28 years but hasn t taken on 
a commercial rainmaking job in about two years. He said he s out 
of the rain business, except for a close friend or someone who 
"stuck by me in the early days 
"The only thing that could get me out again would be for 
someone who did me a favor or for someone who believed in me in 
the early days when I was just starting, 
he said 
I don t 
advertise any more ” 
Four years ago. Berry rolled his banged-up red pickup into 
Aspermont, Tex., where he had a $10,000 contract to bring five 
inches of ram It fell three inches short 
The Texas Water Development Board later told Berry he could 
be jailed for trying to modify weather without a permit. 
"I hate to dub myself a weather control authority, 
he said 
during his West Texas attempts "But I can stop a.storm and I can 
bring on a hail. I can bring snow in winter or summer I can raise 
the temperature in the winter and lower it in the summer. 
An "air dynamics expert" while in the Air Force, Berry said he 
took up rainmaking as a hobby after suffering a heart attack. 
He once tried to get a contract to "air-condition the city" of 
North Little Rock, but said city officials told him they would lose 
$55,000 a month in water bills if people no longer needed to water 
their lawns and gardens 


His air conditioning plan, he explained, called for controlling 
showers so that it would rain about every 48 hours after business 
hours. "A little rain," he said, "can really keep a downtown area 
cooled off .”

The ecumenical movement, 
finding a great deal more 
consensus among churches on 
doctrinal matters than ever 
expected, may founder on some 
very practical matters: moral 
and ethical issues such as 
abortion, 
euthanasia 
and 
divorce. 
Theologians from such long­ 
time doctnnally antagonistic 
churches as the Roman Cathol­ 
ic and Lutheran have surprised 
th em selves 
and 
th eir 
respective communions by the 
degree of unity they have been 
able to discover in their views 
of one-time touch doctrinal 
issues. 
In

Lutheran-Catholic 
dialogue, for example, theolo­ 
gians have found they agree on 
such issues as the primacy of 
the papacy, baptism and the 
eucharist.

NEW YORK - (NEA) - The man who adm its to being the 
best pool player in the world was dem onstrating some com ­ 
mon, everyday m iraculous trick shots to a few friendly a c­ 
quaintances, including writer and pro tyro George Plimpton, 
at whose home these wonders occurred 
Steve Mizerak, U.S. Open pocket billiards cham pion for 
the last four years, lined up three balls at the front end of the 
table. He put one ball in front of one corner pocket, one ball 
in front of the other corner pocket, and one ball against the 
edge in the middle. 
He said he would knock in one ball, have the cue ball spin 
around the middle ball and knock the far ball in the second 
pocket. He did. 
Sm all potatoes, he had about 20 other tricks up’his stick. 
He virtually had the balls hopping in one pocket and out into 
another. The balls becam e rotund autom atons that scooted 
where told. 
Now, Mizerak lined up four balls in a row directly in front 
of a side pocket, f he cue ball was set up in front of the other 
side pocket. “I will knock in the ball closest to the pocket 
without the cue ball touching the front three balls,” he an­ 
nounced. 
“Im possible,” muttered Plimpton. Pause. “But I won’t bet 
on it. 
A cloud of dram a gathered momentum in the room. 
Mizerak, blondish, heftyish and m ysteryish, tread scien ­ 
tifically around the table, casing the joint. Finally, he set, he 
hunched, he squinted, he aim ed in pendulum fashion and 
stroked softly. 
As the cue ball headed slowly on its mission, Mizerak 
swept aside balls one. two and three with his stick. The cue 
ball, like a halfback following perfect blocking, knocked in 
the front ball. The tricky trick shot had been performed just 
as Mizerak had said, but to the groans of his friends. 
Mizerak is 29 years old, and has been am azing people with 
his billiard artistry ever since he began hanging out in a pool 
hall at age 4. The pool hall in Steve’s case was the safest

He recalls one tingly afternoon in N ashville, Tenn., w hile 
on a business tour through various billiards nests in the 
South. He had sallied forth from Athens C ollege in Athens, 
Ala. His baggage included one cue stick and one fellow col­ 
legian, a mountainous wrestler. 
Mizerak was beating the owner of the pool hall, when the 
owner’s wife hollered from behind the counter, “Honey, if 
you cain ’t win from this feller, then w e’ll have to just shoot 
his tail off.” 
“I w alked over to my my m usclem an,” Mizerak recalls, 
“and said, ‘If she pulls a gun, w hat’ll you do?’ 
“He said, ‘What should I do?’ That’s when I knew I w as in 
trouble. Well, I won and we ran.” 
Perhaps this is why Mizerak has been so successful in the 
last four U.S. Opens (he defends his title again Aug. 5-10 in 
Chicago). He can relax. 
“Som etim es that’s hard to do, too,” he said. “I mean, sav a 
guy is running a hundred balls on you, and it’s happened to 
m e m ore than once.

South should win the first 
spade because the opponents 
might shift to a heart. In any 
event South can count to nine 
tricks, if he can just get three 
diamonds. 
They w ill be there if the 
suit breaks 3-3. There is a 36 
per cent chance and that isn’t 
too good. 
A declarer who deserves 
our kindness can improve 
that by playing to make the 
hand, if the right defender 
holds either the singleton or 
doubleton ace of diamonds. 
This is an additional 9 per 
cent and is worth trying for. 
South's first step should be 
to try to determine which op­ 
ponent is more likely to be 
short in diamonds.

Earth may be entering 'ice age' 


the answer to the often long and 
heart-breaking 
process 
of 
having to teach an amputee 
how to control an arm made of 
plastic. 
The plan is based on the 
body’s incredibly complex sys­ 
tem of bram-to-muscle-back- 
to-brain feedback loops which 
interchange 
the 
information 
and commands needed for the 
body to function 
“The brain doesn’t just send 
down a command to an arm .” 
said 
Jacobsen. 
“There’s 
a 
feedback system in which the 
muscles tell the brain certain 
things which it remembers . ’’ 
The 
fact 
that the 
brain 
remembers what all the mus­ 
cles 
do 
during 
all 
their 
movements is what Jacobsen is 
counting on to make his arm 
work 
Muscles put out electric 
signals when they move,” he 
said. 
He demonstrated by touching 
an electrode to his forearm. 
When the muscle moved in the 
forearm, a needle on a gauge 
moved with it, recording the 
electrical activity of the mus­ 
cle. 
By placing electrodes on the 
muscles which support move­ 
ment 
of 
a 
person's 
arm, 
Jacobsen hopes to find out 
exactly how much torque or 
twisting power is needed for 
each of thousands of possible 
combinations of arm move­ 
ments. 
By feeding the numbers into 
a computer, Jacobsen and his 
colleague Robert Jerrard. will 
learn 
the 
“ mean 
torques” 
involved in all arm movements 
for a particular person. They 
can then program a computer 
to teach the mechanical arm 
exactly how much force to 
apply 
when 
the 
amputee's 
brain signals for a movement. 
“This way we don’t have to 
teach the man how to use the 
arm ,” Jacobsen said. “The 
arm already knows how to 
move.” 
If it works, and experts all 
over the country say it should, 
the amputee would think of the 
desired movement, just as he 
would with a natural arm 
unconsciously. The arm would 
respond, the brain remember­ 


ing how to move the natural 
arm 
now replaced 
with 
a 
machine 
To 
determine 
the 
many 
torques needed, the amputee 
would be wired with several 
electrodes 
attached 
to 
the 
muscles in the shoulder and 
back, 
those 
muscles which

The taming of American labor

American coal miners are 
expected to begin a major 
national strike on Nov. 12, 
their first since 1948. Admin­ 
istration planners are work­ 
ing on the assumption that 
this strike will last for six 
weeks, but it could last three 
months. 
There is an even chance 
that six weeks earlier, to the 
day, all the main ports on the 
East Coast will be closed by a 
dockers’ strike. This could be 
shorter than — but as dam ag­ 
ing as — the miners’ strike. 
But should they m aterial­ 
ize, both strikes will be ex­ 
ceptions. For the extraordi­ 
nary truth is that while in the 
inflationary 1970s there has 
been a surge of strikes in 
almost every western coun­ 
try, including Germany and 
Japan, America has actually 
become less strike-prone. 
In the 1960s America was 
one of the most strike-prone 
countries in the world, with a 
record consistently worse 
than Britain’s. Today the 
situation is the reverse. The 
American labor scene has be­ 
come more and more peace­ 
able in a period when inflation 
has been very high by Ameri­ 
can standards (12 per cent 
annual rate at the last count), 
when real earnings have 
been plummeting (down over 
7 per cent in a year) and 
when the country has been 
run by an administration in 
many ways unsympathetic to 
labor, which has imposed 
stiff wage controls. 
This paradox is not gener­ 
ally appreciated even inside 
Am erica. Em ployers con­ 
tinue to complain about union 
irresponsibility. A majority 
of congressmen believe that 
there should be tougher anti­ 
union laws. Civil servants say 
that the unions have behaved 
so well only because they 
h a v e b e e n g i v e n s u c h 
generous treatment. 
And the unions them selves 
believe they are a jolly m ili­ 
tant lot, insisting that they 
are pressing for wage rises as 
high as 10 per cent a year. 
A m erican workers have 
seldom felt downtrodden be­ 
cause they have always had a 
chance to make good. Since 
workers have always had the 
vote and full political rights, 
there was no demand for po­ 
litically conscious unions. 
Big industries like cars and 
steel were not unionized until 


John L. Lewis, the miners’ 
leader, began his great cam ­ 
paign late in the 1930s. At the 
sam e timq, the successive 
w aves of new im m igrants 
into the United States meant 
that ethnic and racial divi­ 
sions have tended to obliter­ 
ate class divisions. 
The American unions do 
not number the real under­ 
dogs among their members 
anyway. Even today, only 24 
p er c e n t of A m e r i c a n 
w orkers belong to unions, 
and most of these are in the 
big, well-paid, heavy indus­ 
tries of the northeast. The in­ 
come of the average Ameri­ 
can union member is nearly 
$11,000 a year, around 15 per 
cent higher than the income 
of non-union workers. 
The present leaders of the 
American unions are excep­ 
tionally old men and there­ 
fore perhaps excessively con­ 
servative. George Meany, the 
president of the AFL-CIO, is 
80, and half a dozen top union 
presidents are over 70. 
Yet the American unions 
will change little even when 
the present generation does 
move on. The foreign policy 
of AFL-CIO will become less 
right-wing, but few unions 
will become more militant. 
The young men moving up 
the union ladder are as politi- 
cally m oderate as their 
elders. 
Several unions are actually 
trying to abolish strikes. 
Meany, him self, has pro­ 
nounced strikes to be out of 
date. Indeed, the tradi­ 
t i o na ll y mi li t ant s t e e l ­ 
workers pledged last year 
that they would in no circum­ 
stances call a strike this

spring when their three-year

In return for 
this promise, the employers 
promised to pay every steel­ 
worker a bonus of about $140. 


T h e A m e r i c a n s t e e l ­ 
workers’ desire to avoid a 
strike arose from fears of the 
dam age a strike — or even 
the threat of one — could do. 
Massive stockpiling by steel 
users had become customary 
in the months before a steel 
contract was due to be 
renegotiated, to be followed 
by a slump in orders as soon 
as the contract was signed. 
The fear of a strike also led 
many steel users to look 
abroad for supplies, not a 
habit the unions wanted tq 
encourage. 
Few other industries are in 
quite the same position, but 


the top brass in the AFL-CIO 
hopes the idea will catch on. 
The leader of the sheet metal 
workers, Eddie Carlough, one 
of the youngest union leaders, 
has set up a national board — 
half employers and half 
union men — to investigate 
every strike threat. 
Any local sh eet metal 
branch which wants to strike 
has to submit its case to this 
board. The strike can only go 
ahead if the board agrees or 
splits, but this seldom hap­ 
pens. 
In 1970, before this system 
was introduced, one in three 
wage negotiations led to a 
local strike. By last year the 
new system had reduced this 
to one in nine. 
A m erican union leaders 
find them selves able to come 
out against strikes only be-

cause they know already that 
strikes are unpopular with 
their members. Most workers 
feel they cannot afford to go 
on strike. 
As Meany puts it: “Labor’s 
becoming middle c la ss ... we 
started out to become som e­ 
thing other than lower class 
... now we are paying the 
penalty of success. When you 
get a strike you got a helluva 
lot more to lose.

Even Mansfield's own men on the 
Joint Economics Committee feel the 
senator’s liability-raising proposal is 
unwise. Says one: “There are two ways 
to stop inflation. Increase supplies or 
decrease 
demand. 
Mansfield's 
bill 
doesn’t address itself to either. His idea 
is to help the workingman, but you can’t 
do it by destroying the value of money .” 


No doubt, truth known, Mansfield 
realizes this. And in fact his Wage 
Adjustment Act of 1974 is not, as he 
says, "offered as a panacea, but only as 
a base from which some other thinking 
can develop and, perhaps, some cures 
for inflation found ” 


In other words, in a nation where the 
prime interest rate has risen 37 per cent 
since March and the stock market falls 
100 points in a month, some movement, 
any movement, must be started toward 
better times. 


In this respect all ideas are good ideas 
in that they focus attention on solutions 
rather than excuses. Mansfield’s bill 
may be second-rate, his natural wisdom 
affected in this case, but his design for 
these times — emergency action — is 
desperately necessary. In the land of the 
blind, even the one-eyed man sees 
something.

Director Frank Nicol and Jack Johnson, 
manager of the CalVet Home Loan 
Program. 
Whe he got 
wind of it, 
Assemblyman Mike Cullen, chairman of 
the Committee on Efficiency and Cost 
Control, conducted an investigation and 
concluded that "The procedures used i in 
purchasing 
the 
insurance) 
were 
exclusive and selective" and that it was 
bought "without thoroughly evaluating 
the alternatives.” 


Actually the evidence produced by the 
committee established that the CalVet 
homeowners 
were 
required 
to pay 
$750,000 for insurance on which no 
reasonable expectation could be made 
that any veteran would ever collect one 
dime; 
that 
the 
insurance 
was 
to 
provide 
protection against losses for 
which the CalVets had already been 
assessed more than $1 million to create 
an indemnity fund of their own, that this 
fund would have to be exhausted before 
the insurers paid one cent; that the 
additional disaster relief programs; that 
the insurance amount was excessive 


since 75 per cent of the 115,000 CalVet 
properties would all have to suffer 
damage as the result of a single flood or 
earthquake to fully utilize the coverage; 
that is was excessive in extent since it 
provided against tidal wave loss yet no 
CalVet homes were in a tidal wave area; 
that 
the 
insurance 
was 
negotiated 
through one small group of five brokers 
who produced only one written bid; that 
the purchase was sloppily executed 
overlooking savings 
in 
refunds and 
brokerage 
fees;

indemnity against disaster was only 
permitted by law to be provided on an 
elective basis whereas the department 
had made it mandatory.

Another summer nearly gone. Another summer in which 
Lompoc Valley residents had to put up with the despicable 
condition of their County park — Ocean Park. 
The non-attention given this County park has now drawn 
the interest of the city of Lompoc, and rightfully so. Two 
city commissions met jointly this week, the Parks and 
Recreation Commission and the Planning Commission and 
a main subject of conversation was rightfully Ocean Park. 
The outgrowth of the meeting was the appointment of a 
joint committee to study whatever proposals there are for 
the improvement of this Valley’s only recreational outlet 
to the ocean. 
A county spokesman at the meeting outlined the meager 
plans for what we consider to be valuable property. The 
county will activate permanent toilets, improve the picnic 
area and parking lot and elevate the access road to prevent 
flooding in heavy storms. 
The last time we checked with the County parks chief, 
we were given the impression that a deep study was being 
made of the attributes of Ocean Park by a specialized 
consultant. Are we to conclude now that the consultant, 
after 
deep 
study, 
only 
recommends 
activation 
of 
permanent toilets, improvement of picnic area and 
parking lot and elevation of the road? 


We sincerely believe that the future of Ocean Park for 
the enjoyment of all Lompoc Valley residents deserves 
much more than this. 


It was not too many years ago that Ocean Park gained 
the attention of the County. After considerable prodding, 
the County did construct permanent toilet facilities. The 
County did put in a boat ramp for the use of the lagoon. The 
County 
had 
horseshoe 
pits 
and picnic tables and 
playground equipment installed. The County had a 
permanent ranger. 


It has been over the past year or so that the County has 
seen fit to let the place deteriorate. The toilets have been 
razed and visitors now must use a chemical facility which 
receives little attention. No family would enjoy a picnic 
there today unless they wanted to sit with their backs to 
the railroad bank. Horseshoes? Forget it. Try to find the 
boat ramp. The ranger has been dismissed. 


Nobody is clamoring for a multi-million dollar facelift of 
Ocean Park. 
Nobody is clamoring for high priced 
consultant studies of this facility. What the people clamor 
for is simple attention to a valuable County asset. A simple 
plan that will make the park inviting and enjoyable.
